Regional Masters Trophy To Be Contested 
At The Festival Of Champions 


The gauntlet has been thrown by the Southeast Team, consist- 
ing of Bill Long, Tom Hilgenberg, and Faye Krueger. They won 
the inaugural contest for the Regional Masters Trophy at the 
Festival of Champions in 1994. What ADS region will win it in 
1995? 

The award, sponsored by Holly Pulsifer and Deirdre Pirie, 
founders of the Myopia Driving Event, was given on the 20th 
anniversary of that Massachusetts institution. Each “Masters 
Team” consists of a Single, a Pair, and a Four-in-Hand (or 
Tandem) driver from the same geographical region as defined by 
the ADS. Each driver must complete all three phases of the 
competition: dressage, marathon, and cones - for their score to 
count. The team with the fewest penalties at the end of the 


competition will have their names engraved on the Challenge 
Trophy, a bronze four-in-hand donated by Mr. Finn Caspersen, 
chairman of the USET. The trophy is dedicated to the late Fiona 
V. Baan, whose enthusiasm, guidance, and vision helped the 
sport to new heights in the United States and abroad.

Formed shortly 
after the organization, of the ADS in 1974, the Trust is named for 
Clement Hoopes and Susan Addis and was formed in commemo- 
ration of the untimely deaths of these two founding members of 
the ADS. 

All of these events and more, largely unseen and unsuspected 
by the driving spectator or even by some members of the ADS, 
provide the groundwork upon which a healthy atmosphere for 
driving enthusiasts depends. The Hoopes-Addis Education Trust 
is the entity whose monetary aid makes much of this activity 
possible, but it cannot offer more than it has.
